Many of the Italian com- 
munity, who supported APIA 
in its hey day in the late 60’s 
and early 70’s, had returned 
this year to support a team of 
which once more they could be 
proud. 


For seven years now the 
team had languished, first in 
the weakened State, League in 
which initially it had opted to 
remain at the onset of the 
Philips league. 


It has been an also ran in 
each of the three years it has 
been in the Philips league. 

This year, its fourth in the 
league, it seemed the good 
times were back as APIA took 
an early season top spot on the 
table, its rightful position in 
the opinion of many of its sup- 
porters. 


Thus the disenchantment 
among the supporters reached 
an intense pitch as they saw 
their team drifting slowly 
down the league table. 


Which explains the ferocity 
of feeling that was hurled at 
coach Willie Wallace, the 
obvious scapegoat and target 
for blame. 


Soccer coaches, like politi- 
cians and referees, need to be 
very thick skinned to be able to 
take that type of verbal pun- 
ishment and still perform ef- 
fectively. 

Of course it is not a thick 
skin that offers protection.

Wallace’s skin is no thicker 
than that of anyone else. 

It is internal self esteem 
which makes a man hold his 
head up and say “‘well I did my 
very best, how about you.” 


The loss through injury of 
Greg Woodhouse and Peter 
Wilson must have had an 
enormous influence on recent 
results at APIA. 


However, that is the nature 
of the job and in the situation 
Willie Wallace found himself, 
with die-hard supporters year- 
ning for the success which has 
gone the way of fellow Italian 
club Marconi, it always was 
going to be an environment 
fraught with risk. 


Dong Collins is in a similar 
situation at Sydney Olympic 
where the Greek supporters 
recently tasted, at last the joy 
of being top dog, if only for a 
few days and will not now tol- 
erate the fade outs which have 
characterised so many 
seasons for the Greek club. 


APIA and Sydney Olympic 
cannot both win this year’s 
Philips league, indeed it is 
obvious that neither will do so. 

The passion of their suppor- 
ters to at least make the top 
four is, whether we like it or 
not, the essence of our soccer. 

Australia is already a multi 
national country, with increas- 
ing numbers of Lebanese, 
Vietnamese, Koreans. Asians 
and Arabs now joining the al- 
ready massed groups of Brit- 
ains Yugoslavs, Croatians, 
Greeks and Italians in our 
community. 

It is becoming outdated to 
talk of ‘‘Australianising’’ our 
soccer. 

Almost half of the popu- 


lation are not *‘dinky die”’ Aus- 
sies. 

What this amounts to is 
sthat soccer coaching will con- 
tinue to be hazardous in Aust- 
ralia as national pride and vol- 
atile temperament combine to 
produce powder keg emotions 
and hasty judgments. 

On the other hand, the 
record this year in the Philips 
league is a great improvement 
on previous years, particularly 
the early years, when some 
clubs had as many as three 
coaches in a season, 

If Wallace remains in Aust- 
ralia he probably will get an- 
other good job and be even 
— in it than in his previous 

ob. 

That is the way of humand 
beings — if they are motivated 
they get better in their work, 
not worse. 

That is why I do not 
with those who talk about the 
“coaching round-about,”’ in a 
derogatory fashion. 

There has got to be a reason 
why coaches survive to con- 
tinue the roundabout. 

You have to be a very resil- 
ient and dedicated person to 
ve in coaching in Austra- 

a. ¥ 

You certainly cannot be a 
mug, as apparently Tom Doch- 
erty stated in the press. 

There have been many over- 
seas coaches of excellent repu- 
tation who have found it hard 
to survive here. 

Just as Willie Wallace, a 
great international player, of 
good reputation and character 
in the coaching field, has found 
to his cost. 

If Willie wants to enough 
and is good enough, he will 
come back. 

But it won’t be easy. 
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Mundial ‘82 a feast 
for ‘Golden Oldies’ 


The Mundial of 1982 is over. It lives on in memories of 
joy or disappointment among participants and spectators 


— and in statistics. 


The experts already are busy trying to 
evaluate the biggest ever World Cup 
competition and much of their dis- 
cussion is based on facts and figures. 

Our job is not to announce judgement, 
but to help our readers in their post 
mortems by collecting a handful of 
these. 

The 12th World Cup saw the debut of 
the 24 team final, Allowing the lucky 
participants to nominate 22 players 
each, but only 522 actually landed in 
Spain. El Salvador, Poland and West 
Germany did not fill their quota. 

A total of 396 players actually saw ac- 
tion, or — to look at it from the other 
perspective — no less than 126 were 
“tourists” for the duration. 

France’s Michel Hidalgo was the big- 
gest “‘softie” among the 24 managers, 
after all no less than 21 of his players 
actually played at one time or another. 
The Gauls were closely followed by the 
Belgians and the Czechs, 20 of whose 
players managed to add to their collec- 
tion of international caps. As for the 
rest: Spain 19, Austria and Poland 18, 
England, Northern Ireland, Hungary 
and Scotland 17, Algeria, Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Honduras, West Germany, 
El Salvador and the Soviet Union 16, 
Italy, New Zealand 15, Yugoslavia and 
Kuwait 14, with Cameroon and Peru 
throwing into battle the fewest number 
of players with 13 each. 

Only 131 players played every minute 
of every match in which their countries 
participated. Of the top four nations Po- 
land’s Mlynarczyk, Majewski, Zmuda, 
Janas, Lato and Buncol, as well as 
Italy’s Zoff, Scirea, Cabrini and Conti 
spent the full 90 minutes of each match 
in action. West Germany’s Schumacher, 
Kaltz, Stielike, K. Forster and France’s 
Tresor also had to undergo the full 
ordeal of extra time in the semi-final, 
with the five of them each spending a 
grand total of 11 hours imaction. 

It is interesting to note that of the 15 
ever presents none were strikers! As for 
the expected stars of the tournament, 
such as Maradona, Kempes, Rossi, Bo- 
niek, Roca Zico and Keegan, all 
had to be out of action for shorter, or 
longer periods for various reasons, such 
as injury, loss of form, or suspension. 
But didn’t Rossi, for one, make up for it 
in the end? 


Mundial '82 was also a festival for vet- 
erans, players who were appearing at 
their third World Cup tournament. How 
about this list of Golden Oldies? Dirceu 
Lopez (Brazil), Zoff and Causio (Italy), 
Kempes (Argentina), Zmuda, Lato, 
Szarmach (Poland), Cubillas (Peru), 
Figueroa (Chile), Dalglish and Jordan 
(Scotland). The two legendary Italians, 
one would suppose, had their swansong 
— and what better way of leaving the 
international big time than with a World 
Championship gold medal? 

Never before had the “Foreign Le- 
gionnaires” of football been as promi- 
nent in the World Cup as they were this 
year. Of the nominated players 98 earn 
their crust playing football away from 
their mother countries, no less than 19 of 
the 24 teams utilised ‘“‘legionnaires’’, 
with the Irish leading the way with only 
four members of their squad actually 
playing at home. Half the Algerian and 
Scottish squads were also imported for 
the occasion, but there were seven 
“guest workers” among the Austrian, 
Yugoslav and Cameroon players, too. 
Hungary was next on the list with six 
“visitors” followed by Argentina and 
New Zealand with five each. 

Kuwait, Spain, the Soviet Union, Chile 
and Italy selected only players from 
their own clubs. 

Apart from the leagues of the 24 par- 
ticipants, players from the north Ameri- 
can, Swiss, Australian, Portuguese, 
Mexican, Guatemala and Ivory Coast 
soccer championships also travelled to 
Spain. 

The cosmopolitan nature of the World 
Cup is further emphasised by the 
number of foreign born and naturalised 
players in the statistics. Just think of 
New Zealand, for starters, but then 
there is also Kuwait’s Al Tarabulsi 
(born in Lebanon), Italy’s Gentile (Li- 
bya), Peru’s Quiroga (Argentina), the 
Alergian duo of Kourchi and Fergani 
(France), Austrian Krauss (Germany), 
the home team’s Lopez Ufarte (Moroc- 
co), Irish star Nichojl (Canada), the 
brilliant Frenchman Tigana (Mali), as 
well as his countrymen Lopez and La- 
rios, who were both born in Algeria. 

Truly, the World Cup belongs to the 
whole world!

1980. McCurdy grabbed the 


winner as Australia was defeated 
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Colin McCurdy, for if the Mundial 
had been held two years earlier, he 
almost certainly would have been a 
member of Ireland’s squad. 

McCurdy was a relatively late arri- 
val on the senior football scene, first 
playing for Linfield early in 1975-76 
season as a8 21-year-old. Despite a 
short period on loan to Cliftonville, 
he made 25 appearances and scored 
14 goals for the famous blues of 
Windsor Park during that initial cam- 
paign. Still, a place in the first team 
was not assured and consequently 
he moved to Larne in the summer of 
1976. 

In the County Antrim coastal 
resort his career flourished and after 
being here for just over a year, 
McCurdy caught the eye of Fulham 
which paid an undisclosed fee to 
bring him across the Irish Sea. 

Within a week of his arrival in Lon- 
don, the Ulsterman found himself 
pitched into ae Second Division clash 
at Southampton. Unfortunately he 
floundered badly and was substitu- 
ted. 

Fulham did not give him another 
chance and in May 1978 his contract 
was cancelled. 

The South West London club’s 
loss was America’s gain for 
NMicCurdy joined Phildaelphia Fury 
and was an immediate success. Play- 


ing alongside Alan S8Ball, Peter 
Osgood and Johnny Giles, he pros- 
pered in Pennsylvania; scoring 11 
goals before family problems neces- 
sitated a return to Belfast after less 
than a year in the States. 

Linfield was quick to offer terms 
to its former player, who re-signed in 
sufficient time to help the club 
secure the Irish League 
championship.

Bonisk wes now a full International, 
having made his debut against Argen- 
tina in Chorzow,. Poland fost that games 
1-2 and was to taste defeat in each of ite 
next four encounters. 

Fortunately recovery came in suffi- 
ecient time to gain qualification for the 
+978 World Cup finals, where Bonick 
scored two goals against Tunisie and 
generally enjoyed a fine tournament.

As the Polish players assembled at 
Warsaw airport prior te departing for a 
World Cup qualifying tie in Malta, goal- 
keeper Josef Milynerczyk appeered on 
the scane obviously drunk and wes ar- 
dered home by team manager Ryszrad 
uleaza. 

Boniek sprang to the defence of bis 
Widzew teammate and gave Kulesza the 
ultimatum: ’Uniesea Miynarczyk travels, 
{ don’t!” 

Poland‘’s federation did not take too 
kindly to what it termed “mutiny” and 
this time the penaity was a 12-month 
suspension from all soccer. 

Prior to the suspension Vidzew not 
only had surged to the top of the Polish 
League, but knocked Manchester 
United and Juventus out of the UEFA 
Cup. 

Without Boniek, its Europesn aspira- 
tions were destroyed by ipswich Town, 
but at home it gained a first feague 
championship — after being runner-up 
three times in the previous four sea- 
sons. 

Boniok miseed the club’s success, but 
his suspension was lifted after six 
months, enabling him to partake in Po- 
fand’s 3-2 win in East Germany which 
guarantesd it a place in Spain. 

For the past two seasons there had 
been considerable speculation about 
Bonisk moving to a foreign ciub. 

Manchester United, Arsenal and Ju- 
ventus had all expressed interest, des— 
pits the Polish federation’s policy of 
rarely allowing players under the age of 
30 to pursue their careers abroad. 

in fact there had been but cne pre- 
vious exception — V¥lodzimierz Lubans- 
ki, the country’s favorite soccer son, 
who spent some years in Belgium. 

it is thought to be Poland's dire need 
for foreign currency which prompted 
the acceptance of Juventus’ $2,400,000 
transfer offer. 

With both Boniek and Michel Pistini 
in their midfield next season, the Turin 
Zebras are likely candidates to break 
Engtand’s stranglehold on the European 
Champions’ Cup. 

Zbigniew Boniek will probably be an 
even more prominent figure in world 
football during the coming few yeara.

Paolo Rossi: golden boy 


The award of the Galden Ball 
trophy to Paolo Rossi merely 
confirmed the obvious — ftaly’s 
lethal striker steod unchaile- 
nged as the 1982 World Cup's 
most influential figure. 


Rossi's penalty area potency trans~- 
formed the Italians from imp alao-rans 
of Phase One into ultimately worthy 
world champions. 

The events of the past few weeks 
have been the high point in a Hfe story 
so remarkable that an lttalian grand 
opera could be based upon it. 

Born in Prato, Tuscany, young Paoio 
was groomed for a soccer career by 
father Vittorio- 

When 10 years old, the youngster 
joined toca! club Ambrosiansa Prato. This 
was merely a stepping stone though. 
Soon he was on his way to Fiorence end 
lustrious youth team Cattolica Virtus. 

The move was a caicutated one. Vitto- 
tia; 2 Fiorentina fanatic of many years’ 
standing, long had dreamt of seeing a 
Rosai wearing the famous violet jersey. 
Now Paolo would be ideplaying his 
talents on their doorstep. 

Juventus was the only major club to 
display any interest though end in 3972 
it paid Cattolica $20,000 to bring Rossi 
north, 

For three years he was confined to 
the “’Zebras”’ youth team. Not only did 
first team football prove elusive, but a 
succession of knee injuries threatened 
prematurely to end his carcer,

Watching di Fabrizio mixing with jubilant supporters in 
the dressing room after a victory it’s hard to imagine him 
making the kind of cold, calculating decisions needed to 
succeed in business and soccer. 


Morwell Falcons bandwagon on the road to success started 
rolling in 1970, the year di Fabrizio joined as president. In 
those days there were only about five members on the com- 
mittee, a far cry from the business-like bureaucracy which 
now administers the club. 

“I wanted to give the local people something to see and 
enjoy. Back in 1970 frankly the standard in the Latrobe Valley 
was low,”’ said di Fabrizio. 


‘We found we had to make a compromise between signing 
Melbourne based players and using local talent. We give 
priority though to players who want to move here."’ 

Falcons’ magnificent social club on their North Crinigan 
Reserve complex is yalued at between $500,000 and $750,000. 

Seating inside the plush social club can comfortably accom- 
modate 520 people and Falcons have a long term lease on 
‘North Crinigan with the local council. 

The social club is fully air conditioned and regular func- 
tions are held. Falcons also rent out the club to other sports 
and social clubs in the local area. 

Di Fabrizio is confident that Falcons will be granted a full 
liquor licence by the end of the year. Presently the social 
rooms are used, on average, about two or three times a week. 
When they are fully licenced di Fabrizio and his committee 
plan to run them six times a week which will of course 
entail a huge jump in annual turnover. 

That jumpin turnover could be eaten up though by a 
mounting wages bill should Falcons three year plan even- 


tuate. 

Already the plan js ahead of schedule. The club aims at a 
middle of the table finish in this its first year in State League 
but the way things are going it’s not unrealistic to tip Falcons 
to sneak into the top four. 

Next year a top four berth is the main aim of the club. If 
that is achieved then di Fabrizio and his committee plan a 
major assault on the championship in 1984.

Heidelberg captain arthur McMillan 
has predicted victory over League 
leader Sydney City, but Wollongong’s 
grip on third place is precarious be- 
cause of the suspension of two star 
players. 


Player-coach Chris Dunleavy and brilliant 
centre back Arno Bertogna were shown the 
yellow card against St George and with their 
penalty points now above the limit, they will 
miss Wollongong’s home match against Adel- 
aide City on Sunday. 

It’s hard to imagine any team in the league being af- 
fected so devastingly by suspensions, as Dunleavy and 
Bertogna are among the finest players in the PSL and 
certainly the anchor men of the Wollongong team. 

Adelaide City, bolstered by British recruit Leslie 
Carter, will probably rely as usual on its sound defence 
and hope to catch Wollongong on the break. Adelaide is 
desperate for points to avoid relegation and may just 
snatch them in this match. 

Heidelberg beat Sydeny City at the Olympic Village 
last time they met. Although that victory was somewhat 
lucky, McMillan had no doubts that his team would win 
again after last Sunday’s 2-0 victory over South Mel- 
bourne Hellas. 

Certainly the Heidelberg defence never has played 
better than it did in this match, and if it repeats tht form, 
it may just keep John Kosmina, David Mitchell and Ken 
Boden scoreless. 

Jim Campbell is in top form again, linking up 
brilliantly with Gary Cole and Jamie Paton, and if all 
three give it all they've got, they may just break down the 
mighty Sydneysiders. 

It won't be easy, though, as Sydney City, despite the 
occasional loss of points, certainly ius the best team in 
Australia. 

Peter Sharne’s four-week guest stint with Marconi 
ended when he scored a goal against Makedonia at 
Connor Reserve. 

Sharne gave Marconi value for money over those four 
weeks, but he is heading back to Hong Kong to join his 
club, Eastern, for a two-week tour of Hong Kong and Tai- 
wan. 

Makedonia’s players are gritting their teeth in deter- 
mination in preparation for every game. They snatched a 
draw last Sunday and hope to make it two this time, with 
Claude Lucchesi, Gary Ward and Doug Brown reunited in 
attack after Lucchesi’s recent absence due to illness.

I say outscore because I don’t think the Olympic 
defence is capable of preventing Billy Williamson, Calvin 
Daunt and Ron Millman from scoring at least once. 

Footscray JUST is hoping to have striker Paul Simic 
back for its match against Brisbane City in Brisbane. 
Simic, JUST’s top scorer, was injured after only eight 
minutes against APIA last SUnday. 

Brisbane City is picking up points regularly. The team 
has found new fighting spirit, and will start favorite 
against JUST. 

Newcastle too is playing with new venom, and should 
have beaten Sydney City last week, rather than drawing 
the match. 

But against West Adelaide in Adelaide, it may be a dif- 
ferent story. West Adelaide, after losing to JUST came 
back strongly last week to beat Canberra and know it has 
to continue winning to stay in the top four. 

Goalkeeper Martyn Crook has had a nagging leg injury, 
and only if he misses the match will Newcastle have a 
chance of perhaps drawing.

Brisbane City is to seek 
a ban on Brisbane referee 
Col Amos after a con- 
troversial ending to the 1-1 
draw with Sydney Olympic 
at Spencer Park. 

Amos and his linesmen Bill 
Turkington and Ron Richmond 
had to be escorted by police 
out a back entrance to escape 
more than 100 volatile City 
fans who were protesting a dis- 
ailowed goal three minutes 
from time. 

Amos, on the advice of lines- 
man Turkington, ruled a 
Bobby Hamilton shot had not 
fully crossed the line. A goal 
would have given City a win- 
ning 2-1 margin. 

Hamilton hit his shot from 
the edge of the penalty box and 
it brought a brilliant dive from 
Meier who managed to get his 
hand under the ball and deflect 
it into the top of the goal. The 
ball ricocheted down and 
bounced on the line twice 
before Meier recovered and 
dived on top of it. 

The ball never crossed the 
line as it bounced but the con- 
troversy arose over whether it 
rebounded off the crossbar or 
the roof of the net. 

I consider I was ex- 
cellently placed behind the 
goal to give a fair assessment 
of the incident and it is my 
belief that at no time did the 
whole ball cross the goal line. 

It appeared to me that the 
ball was travelling fast enough 
that it actually pushed up onto 
the back half of the crossbar, 
hitting the edge of the net but 
rebounding down. Had there 
been contact with only the net 
I feel the ball would have fol- 
lowed the shape of the net and 
skidded down into the back of 
the goal. 

Irrespective of whether my 
opinion is right or not, for the 
City players, directors and

supporters to blame the offi- 
cials for the loss was only look- 
ing for excuses for the team’s 
inability to put away chances. 

City had seven clear-cut 
chances to.neta winner after it 
equalised and if the players 
take an honest appraisal of 
their match they have no-one 
but themselves to blame for 
not getting two points. 

Should the spectators have 
jeered Willie Conner after the 
match for trying to chip Gary 
Meier in the 65th minute when 
he had all the skill to dribble 
around him? Should the fans 
have stood outside the City 
dressing room for Joe Pa- 
linkas who in the 81st minute 
duffed a shot from two metres 
with only the keeper to beat? 
Or should they have waited in 
the car park fot the number of 
City players who were respon- 
sible for the shots and headers 
at the Olympic goal which 
were weaker than some of the 
back passes Meier had been 
given?
